was to Continue from thence to the End of this preſent Scflion of Parlia- 
ment. 

And whereas, upon a ſurmiſe, That the ſaid General Liberty, granted by 4 
the {aid ACt, hath occaſioned a far greater Exportation of the {aid Wooller. WS 
Manufactures, and occaſioned the Price of Wooll tr riſe, lexve hath *--+-1 
oven, by the Honourable Houſe of Commons, to bring in a Bill tor the Con- 
tinuing of the ſaid General Liberty of Exportation. 

It is humbly hoped, That it will be made to appear to the {ſaid Honourable 
Houſe, That the ſaid General Liberty in and by the ſaid Act Granted, hath not 
occaſioned any greater Quantity of the ſaid ManufaCtures ro be Exported to 
the parts aforeſaid, nor occaſioned the price of Wooll to riſe; but that the Con- 
tinuance of ſuch a Liberty will be very prejudicial to the Intereſt of this Na- 
tion in general; And particularly, That it hath and will more and more lel- 
ſen the imploying of Ergliſh Shiping 3 That it will wholly remove the ſaid 
Exportation, as it hath in a great meaſure already done, out of the Hands 
of Engliſh Merchants and SubjeQs, into the Hands and Power of Foreigners; 
That it will be very prejudicial to the Rights and Priviledges of the City of 
London ; That it will Impoveriſh the Clothing Countries, and make the price 
of Wooll to fall; and, That it will not only leſſen, but endanger the to- | 
tal Loſs of the ſaid ManufaQures to this Kingdom, and the great Priviledges 

_ and Immunities which to the Honour and Profit of this Nation have been and 
may be acquired in the parts aforeſaid, in and by a Regulated way of Trade 
in the ſaid ManufaCtures, whereof the Nation in« general, and every Engliſh þ 
Merchant and Subject in particular, may have the Benefit. 

That a Petition 1s prepared, ſubſcribed by many Engliſh Merchants and 
others, praying leave to be heard againſt the ſaid Bill. 

All which is moſt humbly recommended to the ſerious Conſideration of 
every particular Member of this Honourable Houſe, as being a Matter of great 
Moment and Conſequence to the Trade and Intereſt of this Nation. 
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
